to day who are n o t afraid to p u rsu e their ideals 
that will ru le the wo rld to mo rro w.

Sy stem, with a wo rldwide rep u tatio n fo r so u n d 
man agemen t, u n der scru tin y by the Federal 
Co mmu n icatio n s Co mmissio n . 
It is ev en stran ger that the FCC is seemin g 
to brin g p ressu re to bear to make Bell man ­ 
agemen t alter so me o f its su ccessfu l fin an cial 
p o licies to fit the p redilectio n s o f p eo p le who se 
ideas do n o t co mman d resp ect in fin an cial cir­ 
cles. 
The in q u iry began In Octo ber 1965, bu t n o 
FCC decisio n o n p hase I o f the in q u iry is ex ­ 
p ected u n til early this su mmer. Prin cip al issu e 
in Phase I has been ho w mu ch the Bell Sy stem 
sho u ld earn o n in terstate in v estmen t. This 
to u ches o n the related issu es o f cap ital stru c­ 
tu re an d man agemen t ju dgmen t. 
Aside fro m the Bell Sy stem s u n derstan dable 
co n cern lest it lo se the right to bu ild co n fiden ce 
in its serv ice an d it fin an cial stru ctu re in its 
o wn way s there is a liv ely p u blic co n cern in - 


v o lv ed. What do o u tsiders hav e in min d that 
wo u ld imp ro v e what the Bell Sy stem has been 
do in g o f its o wn in itiativ e? 
The American p eo p le hav e in fin itely mo re 
co n fiden ce in these great in v esto r-o wn ed co n ­ 
cern s than they hav e with theo rists who itch 
to 
listen in o n p arty lin es, driv e fro m back seats, 
seco n d-gu ess the q u arterbacks an d ru n thin gs to 
su it themselv es. 
It’s the age-o ld tu ssle between p eo p le who 
kn o w ho w to do thin gs an d p eo p le who co u ldn 't 
cu t the mu stard as do -ers an d wo u n d u p as 
theo rizers.

The two -y ear stu dy called fo r by Go v ern o r 
Rho des will be fin an ced in large p art by $100,- 


000 in federal mo n ey . 
Bu t if the in creased bu dget req u est by Go v . 
Rho des is ap p ro v ed, the rehabilitatio n p ro gram 
will n o t hav e to wait three y ears fo r additio n al 
mo n ey . 
The go v ern o r asked fo r a 15 p er cen t in ­ 
crease in each o f the n ex t two y ears o v er the 
p resen t $1 millio n . If gran ted, the hike will be 
the first in six y ears. 
Two recen t state p ro grams in clu de v o catio n al 
rehabilitatio n co u n selo rs fo r men tal ho sp itals 
an d v o catio n al serv ices fo r crimin als. 
There is mu ch to be do n e. The stu dy sho u ld 
p o in t the way fo r a co n certed driv e to make u p 
fo r lo st time.

To u n derstan d ho w v ital this is to the labo r 
mo v emen t it mu st be realized that the $96 bil­ 
lio n bu ildin g an d co n stru ctio n bu sin ess Ls the 
n atio n ’s largest in du stry . 
An d the AFL-CIO co n stru ctio n u n io n blo c — 
3,500,000 stro n g — is the mo st in flu en tial fo rce 
in side labo r. 
The ban o n this so rt o f seco n dary p icketin g 
began in the Taft-Hartley law o f 1947. In 20 
y ears fo u r p residen ts — Tru man , Eisen ho wer, 
Ken n edy an d Jo hn so n — hav e backed labo r’s 
rep eal driv e. 


IN THIS p ast 8 9 th Co n gress, labo r was abo u t 
to win . The rep ealer was p assed thro u gh by 
the Ho u se Ru les Co mmittee then chaired by 
"Ju dge” Ho ward Smith o f Virgin ia, hardly o n e 
o f labo r’s bo so m bu ddies. Bu t to get to the 
flo o r the bill had to be han ded in by the irasci­ 
ble Rev . Po well, then chairman o f the Ho u se 
Edu catio n an d Labo r Co mmittee. 


In stead, he bo ttled it u p . 
He charged there ju st were n o t en o u gh Negro 
wo rkers in the bu ildin g an d co n stru ctio n u n io n s. 
He was in the p o litical p ressu re co o ker — 
bu t he to o k the heat. The bill died Man y be­ 
liev e that’s where the rev o lt started which led 
Adam to self-ex ile o n his o wn carefu lly selected 
Dev il’s Islan d. 
No w labo r again is battlin g fo r what it 
claims is the same right to p icket en jo y ed by 
all o ther u n io n s in o ther fields. The n ew rep eal 
bill is HR 100, in tro du ced by labo r’s go o d 
frien d, Co n gressman Fran k Tho mp so n , D-J.J. 


HEARINGS o n the bill to p ermit co mmo n si­ 
tu s p icketin g are schedu led to start befo re the 
labo r su bco mmittee du rin g the first week in 
Ap ril. 
At the ex ecu tiv e co u n cil sessio n o f the Bu ild­ 
in g an d Co n stru ctio n Trades Dep artmen t in Bal 
Harbo u r, Fla., last mo n th its ace lo bby ist Wal­ 
ter Maso n to ld his co lleagu es. "I believ e we 
hav e the v o tes o n bo th sides o f the aisle which 
will p ass a situ s p icketin g bill.” 
That’s u n do u btedly tru e — n o w. 
Adam has aggrav ated lo ts o f p eo p le. Bu t he 
still has his frien ds in the Ho u se o r Sen ate — 
to which the rep eal bill mu st go , o f co u rse, if 
it p asses the Ho u se.

So metimes the American p eo p le read in the 
n ewsp ap ers ex cerp ts fro m a p u blic statemen t 
by a p ro min en t man . bu t they do n 't alway s 
learn the an swer to criticisms he makes. 
A case ir p o in t is the recen t rep o rt by 
McGeo rge Bu n dy , p residen t o f the Fo rd Fo u n ­ 
datio n an d fo rmer sp ecial adv iser to Presiden ts 
Ken n edy an d Jo hn so n . 
Mr. Bu n dy criticized "the American rich, o ld 
an d n ew.” fo r their "relativ ely slo w an d feeble 
giv in g” to edu catio n . 
Mo st p eo p le, ho wev er, do n o t hav e av ailable 
the facts o n the su bject an d are therefo re u n a 
ware that in 1965 in div idu als an d co rp o ratio n s 
do n ated mo re than $10 billio n to charity , an d 
gav e a su bstan tial amo u n t o f it fo r edu catio n al 
p u rp o ses. 
Co n tribu tio n s fo r all cau ses in the y ear 1965 
to talled $11.3 billio n , acco rdin g to the American 
Asso ciatio n o f Fu n d-Raisin g Co u n sel In c. 
Its rep o rt sho ws that fo u n datio n s gav e $1 125 
billio n s, bu t co rp o ratio n s an d in div idu als, in ­ 
clu din g beq u ests thro u gh wills, do n ated a to tal 
o f $10.17 5 billio n . 
A fu rther breakdo wn o f all the 1965 co n tribu 
tio n s rev eals that 17 p er cen t — o r $1.921 bil­ 
lio n — was giv en fo r edu catio n . 
A sp ecial su rv ey was made by the Co u n cil 
fo r Fin an cial Aid to Edu catio n , In c. o f co n tri­ 
bu tio n s fo r the 1964-65 scho o l y ear. 
Its rep o rt disclo ses that in div idu als gav e 44.8 
p er cen t an d co rp o ratio n s, 14 p er cen t — o r a 
to tal o f 58.8 p er cen t. Fo u n datio n s co n tribu ted 
28 7 p er cen t. 
The remain in g 12 5 p er cen t came fro m reli 
gio u s den o min atio n s an d o ther so u rces. 
There is n o thin g in an y o f the tabu latio n s to 
in dicate that either bu sin esses o r wealthy in di 
v idu als hav e failed to co n tribu te in a gen ero u s 
way to edu catio n in America. In fact, mo re 
mo n ey is bein g giv en fo r edu catio n al than fo r 
health p u rp o ses. 
Religio n takes p ractically o n e half o f all the 
co n tribu tio n s jn ade an d welfare gets abo u t 13 
p er cen t. 
Fu n d-raisin g in the Un ited States has been 
accelerated in recen t y ears. Sin ce 1954, the to ­ 
tal giv in g has mo re than do u bled — fro m $5 4 
billio n in 1954 to $11.3 billio n s in 1965. 
Du rin g the same p erio d, to be su re, the n a­ 
tio n ’s o u tp u t o f go o ds an d serv ices — the gro ss 
n atio n al p ro du ct — ro se by 87 p er cen t. Bu t to ­ 
tal giv in g actu ally in creased by 109.3 p er cen t 
— far mo re rap idly than did the gro ss n atio n al 
p ro du ct. 
So it can hardly be said that the p eo p le o f 
all in co me gro u p s are n o t giv in g gen ero u sly to 
edu catio n an d fo r o ther charitable p u rp o ses. 
In the co min g y ears, the federal go v ern men t 
as well as the states will be in creasin g su b 
stan tially their ap p ro p riatio n s fo r edu catio n , bu t 
the p u blic in stitu tio n s will ben efit mo st fro m 
su ch p o licies. 
Tho u gh so me gran ts are bein g made to p ri­ 
v ate in stitu tio n s, barriers are raised in Co n ­ 
gress when ev er federal fu n ds are p ro p o sed fo r 
u n iv ersities o r co lleges o r scho o ls which are 
su p p o rted by religio u s den o min atio n s. 
This p u ts an ev en heav ier bu rden o n citizen s 
o f p articu lar faiths which o p erate scho o ls o f 
their o wn . 
The figu res do , ho wev er, in dicate clearly that 
co rp o ratio n s an d in div idu als co n n ected with 
large an d small bu sin esses are co n tribu tin g 
heav ily to edu catio n an d welfare cau ses. 
Mr. Bu n dy 's remarks will co me as a su rp rise 
in deed to the p erso n s actu ally en gaged in 
fu n d-raisin g thro u gho u t the Un ited States who 
are co llectin g each y ear a hu ge p ro p o rtio n o f 
their fu n ds fro m p erso n s o f higher-than -av eragc 
in co mes. 
Fo u n datio n s set u p by bu sin essmen also are 
a su bstan tial so u rce o f co n tribu tio n s an d hav e 
serv ed a u sefu l p u rp o se in America. 
The Fo rd Fo u n datio n , which Mr. Bu n dy n o w 
heads, was itself created by a man wTio made 
his fo rtu n e in the bu sin ess o f man u factu rin g 
au to mo biles. 
Ev ery y ear, n ewsp ap ers tell o f large su ms 
go in g in to n ewly fo rmed fo u n datio n s thro u gh 
beq u ests o f bu sin essmen . 
The tax laws p ro v ide that su ch gif*s are n o t 
su bject to hu ge lev ies. A tax as high as 77 p er 
cen t is imp o sed o n big estates left to in div idu ­ 
als 
Mo n ey witho u t limit, ho wev er, can be be­ 
q u eathed to a n o n p ro fit in stitu tio n an d is n o t 
su bject to in heritan ce tax es.
